Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  Year  1964.  The  Report  has  been  compiled  on  the  general  lines 
indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  (Circular  1/65). 

In  the  Stafford  Rural  District  in  1964  the  Live  Birth  Rate 
was  18.9  (adjusted — 18.9)  per  1,000  population  and  the  Death  Rate 
8.9  (adjusted — 10.8),  compared  with  respective  figures  of  18.4  and 
11.3  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  377  live  births  in  the 
Rural  District  in  1964  (195  M.,  182  F.)  and  the  total  number  of 
deaths  was  178,  live  births  thus  exceeding  total  deaths  by  199. 
Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  11,  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  29.2  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with 
20.0  for  England  and  Wales  (the  latter  being  the  lowest  annual  rate 
ever  recorded  for  England  and  Wales). 

50  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  the  Rural  District  in  1964, 
compared  with  335  in  1963.  There  was  1  case  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
6  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  no  cases  of  Dysentery,  compared 
with  respective  figures  of  1,  8  and  1  for  1963.  No  cases  of  Polio¬ 
myelitis  were  recorded.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified. 
Malignant  Neoplasms  caused  the  deaths  of  31  persons  (18  M., 
13  F.)  in  the  district  during  the  year,  including  8  deaths  (all  male) 
registered  as  being  due  to  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus. 
Deaths  from  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  in  England  and 
Wales  rose  from  908  to  932  per  million  population  in  men  and  from 
152  to  160  per  million  in  women  over  the  1963  figures  (total  deaths 
from  this  cause  21,476  males,  3,895  females).  Deaths  from  Respira¬ 
tory  Tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales  in  1964  numbered  2,209 
compared  with  2,609  in  1963.  Two  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
occurred  in  the  Stafford  R.D.  in  1964. 

The  mid- 1964  population  of  the  Stafford  Rural  District  was 
estimated  at  19,990  by  the  Registrar-General  (19,580  in  mid- 1963). 
This  was  the  highest  population  ever  estimated  for  the  district. 
The  estimated  distribution  of  this  population  among  the  26  parishes 
of  the  Rural  District  is  shewn  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
deals  comprehensively  with  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
torate  during  1964. 
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There  are  6,122  dwellings  in  the  Rural  District,  including  660 
farmhouses.  5,182  of  these  houses  derive  their  water  supply  from 
public  mains,  28  from  private  mains,  118  from  private  boreholes 
and  the  remaining  794  houses  depend  on  well  water,  spring  or  other 
source.  3,499  are  connected  to  the  sewer,  4,870  have  water  closets 
and  1)045  have  pail  closets  or  fixed  privies.  1,201  are  without  a 
fixed  bath. 

Twelve  old  people’s  bungalows  were  completed  by  the  Council 
in  1964,  and  159  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 
Council  dwellings  in  the  area  now  total  747.  During  the  year  much 
good  work  was  done  as  regards  slum  clearance  and  repair  and 
improvement  of  dwellings  by  discretionary  and  standard  grants  ; 
details  of  this  work  appear  in  the  body  of  the  report.  A  total  of 
131  caravans  are  authorised  in  the  district. 

I  thank  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  much 
help  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  Thanks  are  also  expressed  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Department.  During  the  year  the  other  departments  of  the 
Council  have  given  the  fullest  co-operation.  I  have  to  thank  Dr. 
A;  V.  Campbell,  who  has  acted  for  me  during  holiday  periods.

There  were  no  alterations  in  the  boundaries  in  the  Rural  Area 
in  1964. 

Industries 

Many  residents  in  the  Area  are  normally  mainly  engaged  in 
Agriculture,  Dairy  Farming  and  Allied  occupations,  but  a  sub¬ 
stantial  number  of  persons  resident  in  the  Rural  Area  are  employed 
in  the  County  Town  of  Stafford,  where  the  chief  industries  are 
Engineering  and  Boot  and  Shoe  Manufacturing.  Estimated  num¬ 
bers  are  shown  above. 

Laboratory  Facilities,  Ambulance  Facilities,  Nursing  in  the 
Home,  Treatment  Centres  and  Hospitals 

Bacteriological  facilities  are  made  available  to  Medical  Prac¬ 
titioners  in  the  Area  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
Stafford.  The  facilities  include  examination  of  Throat  Swabs, 
Sputum  Tests,  Blood  Tests,  etc.  Results  of  all  examinations 
relevant  to  Public  Health  are  made  available  to  the  appropriate 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  Director  of  the  Stafford  Laboratory 
is  Dr.  Maclcay  Scollay,  whose  helpful  advice  is  available  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  occasion  demands.  Bacteriological 
examinations  of  samples  of  water  are  undertaken  by  the  Laboratory 
Service. 

Chemical  Examinations  of  samples  of  water  are  carried  out  at 
the  County  Chemical  Laboratory  which  is  directed  by  Mr.  Houl- 
brooke,  the  County  Analyst.  The  results  of  such  analyses  are 
shewn  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  as 
Local  Health  Authority  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946.  Isolation  hospitals  for  infectious  diseases  are  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  (Birmingham). 

The  County  Council  is  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  for  the  Stafford  R.D.  Area.  Child  Welfare  Centres  are 
available  at  Gnosall,  Great  Haywood,  Hixon  and  Walton,  and  the 
Health  Visitors  do  excellent  work  in  promoting  the  Welfare  of 
young  children  in  the  district.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
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attends  the  Welfare  Centres  and  Schools  in  the  Area  and  is  thus 
enabled  to  assess  the  health  standards  of  the  young  life  in  the 
district.  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  established  at  Gnosall,  Great 
Haywood,  Hixon  and  Walton. 

There  are  five  General  Medical  Practitioners  resident  in  the 
Stafford  R.D.  and  Practitioners  from  the  neighbouring  towns  of 
Stafford,  Rugeley,  Newport,  etc.,  also  practise  in  the  Area.  The 
various  parishes  in  the  Stafford  R.D.  are  well  served  by  District 
Nurse-Midwives . 

The  Staffordshire  General  Infirmary  serves  the  general 
hospital  needs  of  the  district.  The  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 
Board  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  Maternity  Hospital 
facilities.  There  are  also  several  small  private  Maternity  Homes 
providing  for  the  district. 

During  the  year  the  Council  subscribed  to  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  which  represented  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  Health  Education  matters  and  use  was  made  of  Blealth  Education 
leaflets,  etc.,  relating  to  Infectious  Diseases,  Food  Hygiene  and  so 
on.

The  Still-birth  Rate  per  1,000  Population  was  0.4  in  1964, 
compared  with  0.15,  0.26,  6.59,  6.27,  in  1963,  1962,  1961,  and  1960 
respectively. 

During  1963,  the  Rate  of  Illegitimate  to  Legitimate  Births  was 
1  to  17  compared  with  figures  of  1  to  19,  1  to  28,  1  to  33  in  1963, 
1962,  and  1961  respectively.  (E.  &  W.  1  to  13). 

There  were  377  (382)  Live  Births  in  the  Rural  Area  in  1964, 
195  (193)  boys  and  182  (189)  girls.  The  figures  in  brackets  are  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1963.  21  of  the  Live  Births  in  1964  were 
illegitimate,  giving  an  Illegitimacy  Rate  of  56  per  1,000  Live  Births, 
compared  with  a  rate  of  72  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  crude  birth  and 
death  rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make 
allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 
In  addition,  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  resi¬ 
dential  institutions  in  each  area.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death 
rates  are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability  factor, 
they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or 
with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.

In  the  Stafford  Rural  District  in  1964,  total  deaths  numbered 
178 — 103  males  and  75  females.  The  excess  of  live  births  over  total 
deaths  was  199,  compared  with  210,  201,  173,  195,  162,  134,  in 
1963,  1962,  1961,  1960,  1959,  and  1958,  respectively. 
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Deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  numbered  11,  all  legiti¬ 
mate,  giving  a  Death  Rate  per  1,000  Live  Births  of  29.2  compared 
with  20.0  for  England  Wales.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
was  the  lowest  annual  rate  ever  recorded. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century  in  England  and  Wales  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  was  about  150  per  1,000  live  births.

In  England  and  Wales  in  1964  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  numbered  874,178,  which  was  17,946  more  than  in  1963. 
There  were  17,445  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  in  1964, 
representing  a  rate  of  20.0  per  1,000  live  births.  This  was  the  lowest 
annual  rate  ever  recorded  in  England  and  Wales.  In  1938  the  rate 
was  52.8. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1964  was  534,737,  representing 
a  rate  of  11.3  per  thousand  population,  compared  with  rates  of  12.2 
in  1963  and  11.9  in  1962.  Stillbirths  in  1964  numbered  14,545, 
a  rate  of  16.4  per  thousand  total  live  and  still  births.  In  the  five 
years  1889 — 1893  in  England  and  Wales  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was 
30.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the  Death  Rate  was  19.7.

The  proportion  of  children  and  elderly  people  in  the  population 
has  become  significantly  modified  since  1901.  In  that  year  children 
under  15  amounted  to  32%  of  the  total  and  persons  of  65  years  and 
over  to  5%.  In  1964  the  proportions  were  respectively  22.7%  and 
12.0%.

On  the  basis  of  the  death-rates  for  the  year  1963,  the  expecta¬ 
tion  of  life  of  a  boy  at  birth  is  given  as  68  years  and  that  of  a  girl 
as  74  years.  This  compares  with  67  and  72  in  1953,  48.53  and  52.38 
in  1901 — 1910,  and  with  40  years  and  42  years  in  1841. 

This  does  not  imply  that  on  the  average  people  are  living 
longer.  The  expectation  of  life  at  one  year  of  age  has  remained 
practically  stationary  at  69  years  for  men  and  74  years  for  women 
since  1954.  More  persons  are  reaching  three  score  years  and  ten 
but  the  proportion  living  much  longer  has  not  increased.  In  1841 
the  increase  in  expectation  of  life  after  the  first  year  was  7  years.  In 
1961  this  had  been  reduced  to  one  year,  the  difference  being  due 
entirely  to  the  great  reduction  of  infant  mortality  occurring  in  the 
interval. 

By  the  end  of  the  present  century  it  is  estimated  that  the 
population  of  England  and  Wales  will  have  increased  by  18  millions 
and  the  number  of  births  will  have  risen  to  over  one  million  per 
year.

Cancer  Mortality 

Malignant  neoplasms  caused  31  deaths  in  the  rural  area  in 
1964  (18  males,  13  females).  This  represented  17.4  per  cent  of  the 
total  deaths. 


Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus 

In  the  Stafford  Rural  District  in  1964,  there  were  eight  deaths 
registered  as  being  due  to  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  or  Bronchus — 
all  males.  This  represented  25.8  per  cent  of  the  total  cancer  deaths 
and  4.5%  of  the  total  deaths. 

Provisional  figures  for  1964  for  England  and  Wales  relating  to 
deaths  from  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  shew  an  increase 
from  908  to  932  per  million  population  in  men  and  from  152  to  160 
for  women,  over  the  1963  figures.  25,371  (21,476  M.,  3,895  F.) 
persons  died  from  this  cause  in  1964. 

In  the  year  1900  the  male  death  rate  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung 
and  Bronchus  was  10  per  million,  female  7  per  million.  In  1940 
these  rates  were  187  and  49,  and  in  1958,  783  and  119. 

Of  the  104,698  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Cancer  in  1964  the 
proportion  attributed  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  24.2%.  In  1963 
and  1962  it  was  23.9%  and  22.8%  respectively. 

Cancer  (all  forms)  accounted  for  19.6%  of  the  total  deaths 
and  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  accounted  for  4.7%  of  the 
total  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  in  1964.  In  the  Stafford  R.D. 
in  1964  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  accounted  for  4.5%  of 
the  total  deaths,  and  Cancer  all  forms  for  17.4%. 

Male  deaths  from  Cancer  in  England  and  Wales  in  1964 
totalled  56,247,  of  which  21,476,  or  38.2%,  were  certified  as  due 
to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus.  For  women,  out  of  48,451 
deaths  from  Cancer  only  3,895  or  8%  were  due  to  this  cause.

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Diphtheria  Immunisation 

During  1964  facilities  were  available  for  the  Diphtheria  Im¬ 
munisation  of  children  at  schools,  welfare  centres  and  by  private 
practitioners.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Stafford 
Rural  District  in  1964,  and  during  the  year  330  children  received 
protection  by  primary  immunisation,  while  796  were  given  re¬ 
inforcing  injections.  In  the  period  1916-25  the  annual  average  of 
Diphtheria  notifications  in  England  and  Wales  was  51,573  with  an 
average  of  4,214  deaths  per  year. 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  has  now  introduced  the 
Triple  Antigen,  giving  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus,  and  thus  reducing  the  number  of  injections 
to  which  children  are  subjected.  462  children  were  immunised 
against  Tetanus  in  1964.

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Two  (male)  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  the  Rural 
Area  in  1964.  No  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  table  is  adjusted  re  “cured”  cases,  inward 
and  outward  transfers,  etc. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
in  England  and  Wales  in  1964  was  2,209,  compared  with  2,609  in 
1963.  Since  1948  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  has  fallen  by  nearly 
80  per  cent.  In  the  1850’s  in  England  and  Wales  over  50,000  persons 
died  each  year  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  Stafford  R.D. 
in  1964,  and  facilities  for  protection  by  vaccination  were  available 
during  the  year.  237  persons  had  their  3rd  dose  of  Sabin  Oral 
Vaccine  and  50  had  a  fourth  dose  of  the  oral  vaccine.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  report  to  you  on  public 
health  department  work  during  the  year  1964. 

In  the  past  years  it  has  needed  not  only  much  enthusiasm  to 
achieve  what  has  been  done  in  the  public  health  inspectorial  field, 
but  also  very  much  voluntary  work  outside  normal  hours.  It  is 
therefore  most  pleasing  to  record  the  appointment  in  December, 
1964,  of  a  second  assistant  public  health  inspector  which  appoint¬ 
ment  is  meeting  the  inspectorial  needs  of  recent  legislation  and  the 
resultant  additional  duties  and  provides  the  opportunity — at  oppor¬ 
tune  time — to  progress  in  the  repair  and  improvement  of  dwellings 
immediately  following  our  slum  clearance  programme. 

The  detailed  figures  embodied  in  the  report  will  show  how, 
since  1950,  the  housing  conditions  in  the  area  have  been  converted 
from  shockingly  bad  to  quite  good.  To  put  the  position  briefly  and 
in  round  figures,  42  per  cent  of  the  dwellings  in  the  area  were  unfit 
for  habitation  in  1950  but  only  17  per  cent  were  unfit  in  1964  and 
these  were  almost  all  of  the  lesser  unfit  category — i.e.  repairable  at 
reasonable  cost. 

Approximately  one  thousand  dwellings  (the  1 7  per  cent  referred 
to  above)  broadly  represent  our  housing  work  of  the  future  and 
progress  is  now  being  made  in  a  programme  to  get  these  repaired 
and/or  improved. 

The  management  of  the  council’s  refuse  collection  and  dis¬ 
posal  service  is  carried  out  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  is,  allowing  for  labour  difficulties  continually  encountered, 
considered  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  service. 

Meat  inspection  continued  to  be  an  important  section  of  our 
work,  almost  all  the  animals  slaughtered  for  inspection  being 
casualty  or  of  such  kind  as  to  require  extreme  care  in  examination. 
Food  hygiene  in  shops  and  catering  establishments,  though  not 
extensive  work  in  a  district  such  as  this,  is  of  extreme  importance 
and  routine  inspections  now  progressing  in  connection  with  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  have  been  extended 
to  embrace  all  food  premises. 
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A  particular  cause  of  annoyance  in  the  area  for  a  number  of 
years  has  been  the  odours  given  off  from  an  Animal  Bye-Products 
Factory  at  Derrington  about  two  miles  from  Stafford.  Much 
housing  development  in  that  area  in  recent  years — objected  to  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  because  of  the  proximity  of  the 
factory — has  given  added  importance  to  the  matter  but  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  that  much  success  has  been  achieved  by  the  public  health 
department  in  their  continuous  efforts  in  the  first  place  in  keeping 
the  nuisance  down  to  a  minimum — in  this  connection  it  has  always 
been  opined  by  me  that  it  is  not  possible  to  completely  prevent 
nuisance  from  such  a  plant.  It  is  now  pleasing  to  report  that  the 
provision  of  a  new  £70,000  house  and  plant — imported  from 
America  and  reported  as  the  first  of  its  kind  in  this  country — was 
commenced  at  the  end  of  1964  and  is  now  almost  completed. 

I  must  again  pay  tribute  to  the  industry  and  willingness  of  my 
staff  and  express  my  thanks  to  them,  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  to  colleagues  of  other  depart¬ 
ments  for  their  support  and  co-operation.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Stafford  Corporation  Water  Undertaking  became  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  water  supply  throughout  the  rural  district  as  from  1st 
October,  1960. 

The  public  mains  supplies  are  solely  from  boreholes  at  Gnosall 
(The  Hollies),  and  wells  and  boreholes  at  Milford.  Both  these 
supplies  were  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  are  chlori¬ 
nated. 

Samples  for  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Analyses  are  taken 
at  regular  intervals  throughout  the  area  of  supply. 

Messrs.  Cadbury  Bros,  borehole  supply  at  Knighton  is  the 
only  private  mains  supply  of  any  size  in  the  area.  This  serves  23 
dwellings  and  was  found  satisfactory  by  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year. 

The  supplies  to  those  dwellings  dependent  on  individual  wells 
and  springs,  are  frequently  unsatisfactory  in  both  quality  and 
quantity,  but  these  are  now  comparatively  few  in  number.

SEWERAGE 

During  the  year  the  Beaconside  and  Forton  Sewerage  Schemes 
were  completed  and  the  Bradley  scheme  (involving  35  existing 
properties)  was  commenced. 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  rural  area  are  connected  to  public 
sewers. 

The  number  of  dwellings  sewered  and  the  number  of  W.C’s 
etc.,  in  the  area  are  shown  on  page  21. 

REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
from  all  the  villages  and  built-up  areas  of  the  Council’s  district. 

Four  modern  type  low-loading  refuse  collection  vehicles  were 
employed  on  this  work  : —

just  over  6,000  premises  received  the  service  and  as  from 
September  1964,  approximately  4,000  of  these  were  serviced  at  one 
and  a  half  week  intervals  and  the  remaining  2,000  at  weekly  or 
near- weekly  intervals. 

It  is  contended  that  the  provision  of  a  satisfactory  and  regular 
refuse  collection  service  to  a  district  so  vast  as  this — the  total 
mileage  covered  in  the  year  being  approximately  36,000 — is  no 
mean  achievement.  About  4,000  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  during 
the  year.  Fourteen  men  were  engaged  in  this  work  in  addition  to 
the  foreman. 

With  the  aid  of  a  mechanical  shovel,  the  refuse  tip  at  Gnosall 
has  been  kept  in  good  order  and  steps  were  regularly  taken  to  keep 
it  rat-free  by  poisoning  methods  during  the  year.

HOUSING— REPAIR  AND  IMPROVEMENT 

Much  time  was  devoted  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to 
existing  housing  conditions.  A  number  of  families  living  in  insani¬ 
tary  conditions  were  re-housed  to  better  accommodation  and  a 
number  of  dwellings  were  repaired  and  improved  by  the  efforts  of 
the  department. 

Extensive  and  detailed  records  of  all  pre-war  dwellings  in  the 
district  are  kept  in  the  department. 

Following  on  the  completion  of  the  slum  clearance  survey  and 
its  resultant  work,  a  house  to  house  re-survey  of  all  dwellings  in 
the  district  commenced  in  1964  with  a  view  to  repair  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  all  other  dwellings,  at  the  same  time  bringing  all  informa¬ 
tion  up  to  date  as  regards  housing  conditions  in  the  area.  As  with 
the  main  part  of  the  slum  clearance  work,  the  current  survey  is 
being  done  parish-by-parish  alphabetically,  has  progressed  well 
and  three  parishes  are  completed.  Owners  have  been  notified  of 
repairs  and  improvements  required  in  all  cases,  of  improvement 
grants  and  such  facilities  available,  and  all  necessary  records  have 
been  kept  for  the  purpose  of  formal  action  as  may  be  considered 
necessary  and  for  the  purpose — as  required  by  the  Housing  Act, 
1964 — of  ascertaining  whether  improvement  areas  should  be 
declared  and  dwellings  improved  by  compulsion. 


Improvement  Grants 

This  work  with  this  authority  is  markedly  more  extensive, 
proportionately  to  population,  than  average  and  the  work,  involving 
much  costing  and  checking,  is  done  in  its  entirety  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors.  During  the  year  20  Discretionary  Grants  and 
19  Standard  Grants  were  approved.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  came  into 
operation  and  allowed  local  authorities  to  increase  the  maximum 
standard  grants  to  specified  limits  with  respect  to  provision  of 
bathrooms  and  W.C’s  in  certain  circumstances.  In  five  of  the  above 
cases  (i.e.  all  those  qualifying)  the  maximum  was  so  increased. 

The  extent  of  the  improvement  in  housing  conditions  through 
the  full  use  of  the  improvement  grant  provisions  is  measured  by 
the  fact  that  in  this  rural  district  just  over  £350,000  has  been  or 
will  be  spent  on  improvements  and  repairs  to  the  542  dwellings 
approved  for  grant,  the  Stafford  R.D.C.  meeting  £32,892  and  the 
Ministry  £98,675  of  this  and  the  owners  the  remainder. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair — Rent  Act,  1957 

During  1964  there  was  one  application  for  a  Certificate  of 
Disrepair  which  was  granted. 

In  the  period  since  the  6th  July,  1957  (i.e.  the  period  of 
operation  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957)  only  fourteen  applications  have 
been  made  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair.  In  six  of  these  cases  was 
it  ultimately  necessary  to  serve  Certificates. 

HOUSING— SLUM  CLEARANCE 

Most  of  the  work  carried  out  under  this  head  during  the  year 
was  in  “clearing  up”  work,  e.g.  rehousing  of  remaining  tenants  and 
enforcing  demolitions  required  by  Demolition  Orders  already  made 
and  progress  since  slum  clearance  commenced  in  1955  is  shown  in 
the  following  table.

PETROLEUM  ACTS 

Ninety-one  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  106,725  gallons  of  motor  spirit.  60  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks  and  3 1  had  electric  pumps 
In  addition  one  licence  was  issued  for  the  storage  of  300  gallons  of 
motor  spirit  in  Bowser  Tank  Trailer,  10  gallons  of  petroleum 
mixture  in  metal  drums  and  12,000  gallons  AVTAG  Aviation  Fuel 
in  two  underground  tanks. 

During  the  year  61  visits  were  made  to  licensed  premises  and 
informal  notices  were  sent  to  licensees  whose  premises  did  not 
comply  with  the  conditions  of  licence. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  provided  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property.  The  treatment  of  farms  and  other  properties 
in  the  area  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  rodent  operative,  the 
cost  being  re-charged  to  the  occupiers.

Many  of  the  above  cattle  were  killed  and  examined  at  a  Casualty 
Slaughterhouse  in  the  area,  which  is  the  reason  for  the  high  per¬ 
centage  of  meat  condemned.  Most  of  the  work  of  meat  inspection 
was  perforce  carried  out  outside  normal  office  hours.

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Three  private  slaughterhouses  and  one  knacker’s  yard  were 
licensed  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  Thirteen  men  were  licensed 
to  stun  and  slaughter  animals  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act, 
1958. 

New  standards  for  Slaughterhouses  as  laid  down  by  recent 
Ministry  regulations  were  brought  into  force  in  the  area  of  the 
Council  on  1st  January,  1961,  and  the  three  slaughterhouses  were 
brought  up  to  the  new  standard  by  the  execution  of  extensive  work 
and  provision  of  modern  fittings  and  equipment.  Of  these  three 
slaughterhouses,  one  is  used  primarily  for  casualty  animals,  one 
mainly  for  the  wholesale  veal  trade  and  the  other  is  used  to  a  meagre 
extent  for  general  butchery.

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Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  for  the  specific  purpose 
of  ensuring  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
1955-56,  were  carried  out. 

Byelaws  as  to  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and 
sale  of  food  in  the  open  air,  are  in  operation  in  the  area  of  the 
Council. 

There  were  only  two  premises  in  the  area  manufacturing 
prepared  meats.  They — together  with  67  shops  from  which  ice¬ 
cream  is  sold — are  registered  by  the  Council  in  conformity  with  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Fourteen  inspections  were  made  of 
registered  premises  which  were  satisfactory. 

The  ice-cream  manufactured  in  the  district  was  sampled  on 
ten  occasions  during  the  year.  Nine  samples  were  found  to  be 
Grade  1  and  one  Grade  4. 

Eight  of  these  samples  were  from  one  vendor  and  were  of  ‘soft’ 
ice-cream  made  and  sold  on  vehicles  based  in  this  rural  district. 
The  other  two  samples  were  from  the  only  manufacturer  of  ordinary 
ice-cream  and  these  were  both  Grade  1. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggest  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  1,  80%  into  Grades  1  or  2,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade  3, 
and  none  into  Grade  4. 
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Food  Poisoning — No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
during  the  year.
